Notification of the call for aJ 
London Arab-Jewish conferences 
was received by the Palestine Gov-j 
.ernment today and issued as a 
communique. 

At the Jewish Agency it w,as 
i 'stkted unofficially that the Jews 
~f, have no objection in principle to 
n consultation with the Arabs but 
_ there are other considerations that 
may bar Zionist leaders from par- 
ticipating in the proposed London 
’’“talks. •
